STEVENS POTKT, Wis., Oct. 19.—Up to 


yesterday, but one or two witnesses ha3 
given any account ot the shooting ot 
Morse, excepting in the way of incidental 
mention. The time has been taken up 
with disgusting details of the escapades 
iu whict Moree and Mrs. Haseltine took 
part. 


Now the second phase ot tbo matter 


IBS been reached aud for t-vo days much 
of the testimony baa beon upon the cir- 
cumstances of the killing, and has related 
U the claim ot eelf-defense introduced 
by Haseltine'B attorney. One of tbe wit 
nesses saw Hszeltine step into the street, 
heard a report, and saw a curl ot Bmoke 
issuing trom tbe bnggy. 
Hazeltine 


pulled a handkerchief from bis pocket 
threw it on the ground, pulled a revolve^ 
and another handkerchief became ontang. 
led; threw that on the. ground, and then 
fired two shots. This goes to establish 
the plea o£ self defense—tbo strongest 
evidence yet introduced on this point. A 
great effort was made to establish the fact 
of the buggy-top being np at the time of 
the shooting. The bullet bole through 
the top of tlio buggy could not have been 
mode from without if up, but it. easily 
could if down.
